Flying history m made in Victoria to-day with the arrival 
of the new Ford passenger air liner for the B.O. Airways Lim¬ 
ited gnlf service. The huge trimotored plane was brought to 
a gentle landing at the Lansdowne Aerodrome at 1 pm., with 
Pilot Herold Walker at the controls. A crowd of several 
thousand people was on hand to witness the finish of an epoch- 
making flight. 

Carrying Mayor and Mrs. J. Carl Pendray and Mayor L. D. 
Taylor, of Vancouver, and several flying officials and other 
passengers, the big air liner flew from Seattle to-day, complet¬ 
ing a flight of 2,700 miles from Dearborn, Michigan. It took 
off from Seattle at 11.52 o'clock, after being delayed by slight 
trouble with one of its three engines.

ease and freedom from annoyance which is a 
constant source of wonder to Old World visitors. 
Along the 3,000 miles of frontier separating Canada 
from the United Stales automobile* stream across the 
border with seldom more than a few minutes' delay. 
The expeditiousness with which visitor* to Canada 
clear the Canadian Customs is in part due to the fact 
that many of the tourists are now thoroughly 
acquainted with ihe formalities at border points and 
come prepared with the necessary particulars regarding 
their automobiles and equipment so that the forms may 
b* quickly filled out and verified by the customs 
officials. Tourists ma^ (ill out there forms them¬ 
selves or receive assistance from customs officers free 
of charge. 

To make the requirements of the Canadian customa 
still belter known the Natural Resource* Intelligence 
Service qf the Department of the Interior at Ottawa 
has recently prepared in co-operation with the De¬ 
partment af National Revenue a summary of custom* 
regulations entitled "How to Enter Canada." Can¬ 
adian* who have friends or relatives whom they ex¬ 
pect to visit them could perform an appreciated rer- 
vice by having this publication forwarded to the in¬ 
tending visitors. 

The reciprocal freedom which exist* as regards 
tourist travel between Canada and ihe United States 
is exemplified by the fact that no pasaport* are re¬ 
quired. Automobiles for purposes of health or 
pleasure are entered into Canada duty free on per¬ 
mits for sixty days which may |ke extended to ninety 
day*.

Now let us go on to think of *ome 
other things regarding which we have 
been accustomed tp distinguish be¬ 
tween sacred and secular, between holy 
and common What shall we say about , 
our holy day. and our holy book, our 1 
sirred places and our secred mu»i6? 
Two mistakes are made by those who 
say that the difference between sacred 
and secular la only srbltrary and ai^- 
flctal. that we are trying to make a 
distinction where there is really no dif¬ 
ference. These two mistakes sre made 
by persons looking in opposite direc¬ 
tions. but they are apt to work out to 
about the same thing in the end. 

Some say that there are no sacred 
or holy things, that this idea is merely 
a superstition, like the savage's taboo, 
and as knowledge increases and pebpl* 
become better educated the difference 
fades out and we begin to see that It 
never had any foundation In fact. And 
the only difference we need to make 
In things, they say. la between the 
useful and enjoyable on the on«; hand, 
and the useless and unpleasant on th# 
other In answer to this old and gubtle 
philosophy of life. I would any that I 
believe it la wrong and untrue, and 1 
will try to give some arguments against 
It.

I have at 
least one more Interest In Ufe than 
you have, snd I believe my life is | 
richer and happier and more satisfy- | 
ing. 

I know you will agree with me that 
we must draw the line somewhere, j 
‘Then why not draw It far enough back I 
and high enough up so that we shall 
be safe" Or for the sake of physical 
thrill would you draw It a* close os 
you dare to the brink of Niagara’ Then 
you must either live in a rubber ball, 
or sooner or later go over and down to , 
destruction. And I’m afraid that the 
moral rubber ball for shooting Niagara 
has not yet been Invented. 

The man who I* not interested In 
j holy things may deceive himself into 
believing that he Is getttng the fullest 
•at iff action out of life. Just as the little 
Jellyfish may imagine that he la the 
, happiest creature afloat because he has 
, the fewest unfulfilled desires. When 
moral distinctions are lost and the finer 
I sensibilities sre dulled, only a few of 
the baser desires and more elemental 
‘ instincts remain, and these are easily 
satisfied. Therefore some people
